Brown announces retirement

''Now I am going to glide off 
into the sunset/' said Dean 
Carole Brown after announcing 
her forthcoming retirement be- 
fore the Carnes Lecture, Jan. 26. 

"I suspect the Wesleyan ru- 
mor mill being what it is, most 
of you already know this" 
joked Brown during her an- 
nouncement. 

Brown will retire at the end 
of the school's contract year, 
July 1, 1996. Her husband 
David, a physician w^ho spe- 
cializes in kidney disorders in 
Minnesota, also intends to re- 
tire this year. The couple plans 
to ultimately spend nine 
months of the year in Santa Fe, 
New Mexico and the remaining 
three months in London. 

Brown graduated summa 
cum laude from the University 
of Minnesota. She continued 
her studies at Yale University 
from 1936-57 and later returned 


to Minnesota to complete her 
M.A. and Ph.D. 

Before coming to Wesleyan, 
she was an education program 
specialist in Washington, D.C. 
as part of the Fund for the Im- 
provement of Post Secondary 
Education (FIPSE). Prior to 
FIPSE, Brown worked as an 
English Professor at Hamline 
University, where she also held 
positions as director of the 
Graduate Liberal Studies Pro- 
gram, assistant dean of the Col- 
lege of Liberal Arts and associ- 
ate dean. 

Brown and her husband, 
David, have been working in 
separate states for six years. 
She is excited at the prospect of 
being with her husband full- 
time. "We are starting a new 
phase of life," she explained, 
grinniiig. The couple has tw o 
children, Diane and Eric. 

Student reactions to Dean 
Brown's announcement were 
mixed. "The Masters of Arts 


and Teaching program was 
her brainchild," sophomore 
Erin Dallas said. "I feel bad 
that she's not going to see that 
program take off." 

A student, who wished to 
remain unnamed, said "I think 
that the school's gonna miss 
her. She knows her job, but I 
think there were parts of her 
qualifications that were lack- 
ing." 

A search for a candidate for 
Brown's position will begin 
soon. Senior Aimee Morris is 
optimistic about the arrival of 
a new dean at Wesleyan. 

"I'm sure the new dean will 
promote Wesleyan with grace 
worthy of our heritage and will 
improve our longstanding tra- 
dition of excellence," Morris 
said. "I wish Dean Brown the 
best of luck in her retirement 
years and anxiously await the 
selection of the new dean who 
will carry Wesleyan into the 
21st century."

Hamilton shares her stories

The Carnes Lecture Series 
brings women dedicated to 
education and excellence to 
speak at Wesleyan College. 
This year noted children's au- 
thor Virginia Hamilton pre- 
sented "Her Stories: Timeless 
Words for the Women of Our 
Time" on Jan. 25. 

Virginia Hamilton has enter- 
tained children everywhere 
with her children's books like 
M C Higgins the Great and The 
People Could Fly . She has 
penned over 10 books and won 
every award that a children's 
book author can win. She has 
taken her knowledge and edu- 
cation and recorded stories for 
children everywhere. Her col- 
lection of African American 
folk lore and fairy tales. Her 
Stories: African American 

Folktales. Fairy Tales, and True 

Tales, manifests her desire to 
collect stories from the past and 
preserve them for children. It 
was this desire that Hamilton 


discussed to an audience of 
children and adults. 

Hamilton's lecture "Her 
Stories: Timeless Words for 
the Women of Our Time" fo- 
cused on the importance of 
past and memory in the mak- 
ing of women. Acknowledg- 
ing the need for individuality 
and education, Hamilton also 
stressed the significance of 
women's relationships and 
the inheritance women can 
receive from their elders. 
Mothers, aunts, grandmothers 
and family friends formed the 
nexus of her memory. Her 
admittance to their "sewing 
circle" allowed her a wealth of 
wisdom and folk lore she 
could look back on. These 
women's story telling pro- 
foundly influenced her life 
and her choice of careers. 

Through continuing to tell 
these stories she continues to 
bring wisdom to a younger 
generation. She challenges 
women to value the wisdom 
of the women in their lives , 


as "[there] is a long historical 
past to the progress of girls and 
women toward a more complete 
definition of themselves." 

Virginia Hamilton challenges 
women to push for their goals 
while allowing the wisdom of 
women in generations past to 
guide them and set example. 

Hamilton, winner of numer- 
ous awards for her children's 
books, reflects the spirit of 
Wesleyan alumna Katharine 
Payne Carnes '13. The 
Katharine Payne Carnes Lecture 
Series was established in the 
memory of and in the spirit of 
Carnes. Its focus was to 
"[honor] the accomplishments

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A Liberal's Viewpoint

With the unanswered 
questions of the budget and 
deficit on the minds of the 
voting public (who wants 
tax cuts), it is no wonder 
that Presidential hopefuls 
are searching for popular 
solutions. One of the plans 
proposed by millionaire 
Malcolm Forbes and other 
candidates would change 
current tax policy by 
implementing a flat tax rate. 
However speculation that 
an across the board 17 
percent flat tax rate on all 
income over $36,000, as 
proposed by Forbes, will 
cure the problems of the 
current tax code while 
decreasing the deficient 
seems unlikely. 

Supporters of a flat tax 
contend that it is more 
equitable and would end 
the corruption of the 
present system. However, 
nothing could be farther 
from the truth. A flat tax 


would be disastrous for 
middle class Americans while 
allowing the wealthy to keep 
more of their income. The 
hidden truth of the flat tax is 
that it would substantially 
raise the taxes on one of 
America's weakest groups, 
the beleaguered middle class. 
The middle class would have 
to forego important deduc- 
tions like their home-mort- 
gage deductions. Although 
lower income people would 
be dropped off of the roles 
entirely, they do not provide 
a large percentage of the total 
income tax anyway. The 
most harmful effect of the flat 
tax is that it would lower the 
tax burden of the rich by 
excluding capital income, 
disproportionately enjoyed by 
the rich, from taxation 
entirely. The burden of taxes 
will fall unequally on the 
middle class in this scenario. 

Those that argue that the 
flat tax will reduce the deficit 
are not realistically evaluating 
the effects of a flat tax rate. It 


is unlikely that the revenue 
from income tax under this 
new policy could offset 
budgetary concerns along 
with any substantial de- 
crease in the deficit. The 
revenue collected under this 
policy of flat tax will be less 
then the current income tax 
system collects. There is no 
possible way that the flat tax 
as outlined by Forbes and 
others can solve the prob- 
lems the Republicans say 
they are going to cure. 

The criteria that should be 
applied to any tax policy is 
whether or not it can fairly 
and proportionately take the 
income necessary for 
government functions. The 
bottom line is that some 
money must be taken from 
citizens for the benefits we 
receive and only a tax policy 
which can take that money 
in a fair and equitable way 
will work. The flat tax 
policy proposed is not fair 
or equitable in terms of 
income. 


A Conservative Counterpoint

The old colloquialism, 
"the only thing anyone 
really has to do in life is die 
and pay taxes," seems to 
continuously reverberate 
throughout the political 
discussions of economics in 
this country. The current 
debate, however, is not over 
the rationale for taxation. 
Rather, it is over the form 
which taxation should take. 
Currently, the primary 
subject of taxation debate is 
the viability of a possible 
flat rate tax. While the 
effectiveness of taxation 
policy lies largely in the 
details, the flat rate tax, in 
principle, would be eco- 
nomically more viable and 
equitable than the current 
tax structure. 

The major benefits of the 
flat rate tax are its simplic- 
ity and its apparent 
equitability. By initiating a 
flat rate tax Americans 
would gain the ability to 
gauge the exact dollar 
amount of their income tax 
as well as become distinctly 
aware of the exact percent- 
age of their income which is 
allocated to taxes. By 
making the tax simpler, tax 
payers would be instanta- 
neously aware of the 


proportion of their income 
which is relegated to the tax 
system and would be more in 
tune with what they are, in 
fact, paying for government 
services. In addition, the flat 
rate tax is also more equitable. 
While people earning more 
income will still pay more 
taxes than those earning less 
income, the proportion or 
percentage of their income 
which they pay in taxes will 
be the same for everyone. 

Opponents to the flat rate 
tax argue that the absence of 
various deductions will make 
the tax system unfair and will 
result in greater taxation of 
the middle and lower classes. 
However, taxation should 
not be a contest against the 
government or a way to win 
the tax game. Deductions, in 
the current system, in addi- 
tion to promoting certain 
types of economic activity, 
also serve as a way in which 
the government "gives us" 
something back. Thus, the 
government attempts to make 
us believe that we are, in 
essence, winning the tax 
. game and are saving 
ourselves significant amounts 
of money. In reality, the tax 
deductions serve only the 
interest of the government, 

not the taxpayer, by placing a 
complicated shroud of 


mystery over the tax 
system that discourages 
investigation of the true 
percentage of our income 
which we are paying in 
taxes. Instead of noticing 
the significant amount of 
money which we pay in 
taxes each year, we notice 
the amount we "saved" 
through various deduc- 
tions. 

Another significant 
complaint about the flat 
rate tax system is that it will 
be unfair to the poor and in 
favor of the rich. While the 
details of proposed tax 
plans have not been 
determined, it seems very 
likely that any proposed 
plan will contain an earned 
income tax credit which 
would effectively not apply 
income taxation to those at 
lower income levels. 
Instead, a standard rate of 
taxation would be applied 
to those Americans earning 
more than the maximum 
amount of income estab- 
lished in order to be eligible 
for the earned income tax 
credit. Furthermore, while 
the proportional amount of 
taxation will be the same 
for all Americans to whom 
the taxes apply, the dollar 
amount contributed by

Next they 
listed their resources and de- 
cide what they could use to be- 
gin the solution to the problem. 
They then stated their obstacle 
- getting organizations to par- 
ticipate - and set about defin- 
ing how they would collabo- 
rate with campus groups to 
come up with a good plan to 
get diverse groups together. 
Their solution is for different 
campus organizations to be- 
come part of an association 
from which groups will be ran- 
domly paired to work towards 
a common goal. For example, 
the Young Democrats and the 
College Republicans could 
work together to find ways to 
increase voter registration 
among students. 

"As far as the future is con- 
cerned, I hope that the 
Roundtable competition will 
become an annual event," Mor- 
row said. "Right now, the next 
step is SGA's. The Senate has 
agreed to review the proposal 
for implementation during the 
96-97 school year. 


Race-based 

(NSNS) - A convincing major- 
ity of American college fresh- 
men support race-based admis- 
sions policies, according to a 
survey released Monday by the 
University of California-Los 
Angeles Higher Education Re- 
search Institute. 

The same study, however, 
indicates that far fewer stu- 
dents support racial admis- 
sions criteria when grouped 
under the polarizing title of 
"affirmative action." 

UCLA's 30th annual survey 
of freshmen indicates that 70 
percent of students believe race 
should be given at least "some 
special consideration" in col- 
lege admissions policies. But 
when asked specifically about 
affirmative action, half of the 
students agreed that "affirma- 
tive action in college admis- 
sions should be abolished." 

"People are willing to sup- 
port the consideration of race 
in admission, but are less will- 
ing to commit themselves to the 
more politically-loaded phrase, 
'affirmative action,'" said 
Linda J. Sax, associate director 
of the survey. "Despite wide- 
spread attacks on affirmative 
action, college freshmen - the 
very people who most recently 
experienced the admissions 
process - support the use of di- 


policies favored 


verse criteria in admissions." 

The survey showed that col- 
lege students support a wide 
array of factors in the admis- 
sions process. Some 96 percent 
believe that academic achieve- 
ment and economic back- 
ground should affect admis- 
sions decisions. About 85 per- 
cent cited athletic ability and 
citizenship status as important 
considerations in admissions. 
Far fewer students - just 58 
percent - think that children of 
alumni deserve special consid- 
eration. 

In other findings, the survey 
revealed that "keeping up to 
date with political affairs" as an 
impKjrtant life goal dropped for 
the third straight year to an all- 
time low of 29 percent, com- 
pared with the record high of 
30 percent in 1968. 

"This continuing erosion of 
students' political interest and 
engagement should be a red 
flag to all of us who believe in 
the democratic process," said 
Alexander W. Astin, survey 
director and professor of 
UCLA's Graduate School of 
Education & Information Stud- 
ies. 

Although student activism 
rose at the start of the 1990s, 
concerns about social issues 
have steadily dropped during 


the middle years 
of the decade. 
Since 1992, fresh- 
men have be- 
come less inter- 
ested in "influ- 
encing social val- 
ues" (from 43 
percent in 1992 
to 38 percent in 
1995), "cleaning 
up the environ- 
ment" (from 33 
percent to 23 
percent), "influ- 
encing the politi- 
cal structure" 
(from 20 to 17 
percent), "pro- 
moting racial un- 
derstanding" 
(from 42 percent 
33 percent) and 
"participating in 
a community ac- 
tion program" 
(from 26 percent 
to 23 percent). 

"Apparently, 
increasingly po- 
litical apathy 
goes hand in 
hand with disen- 
gagement from 
social action and 
a growing sense 
of powerless- 
ness," Astin said.

They must also be a rising 
sophomore, junior or senior 
and have a GPA of 3.0 or 
higher. 

Tante's parents work closely 
with selected faculty and staff 
to choose the recipient. They 
also donate a large sum to the 
scholarship. 

Junior Rachel Viets found the 
scholarship worthy of student 
support. "The whole idea of 
charity has a new meaning for 
me now. This year I'm not 
thinking 'Great, 1 have to pay 6 
bucks'. "

Global warming 
linked to industry 


(NSNS) - Recent evidence com- 
piled by NASA and the British 
Meteorological Office confirms 
that 1995 was the hottest year 
in recorded history and that hu- 
man technology is largely re- 
sponsible for the trend of glo- 
bal warming. 

Student activists affiliated 
with the Rainforest Action Net- 
work (RAN) are working to 
publicize these scientific find- 
ings and promote more sus- 
tainable methods of manufac- 
turing and energy consump- 
tion. 

"I've always been concerned 
about global warming," said 
Dang Ngo, a UCLA student 
and director of the school's 
Rainforest Action Group. 
'These reports further confirm 
that this may be the greatest 
environmental problem to face 
humans. I can't think of any- 
thing worse for the environ- 
ment, except maybe an all-out 
thermonuclear war." 

The NASA research indicates 
that the rise in planetary tem- 
peratures is due primarily to 
the burning of fossil fuels and 
the destruction of forests, 
which could result in cataclys- 
mic shifts to the world's 
weather patterns, including 


changes. 

Ngo said his group sponsoi 
panel discussion to addres 
such topics and global warn 
ing, and publicizes industr 
attempts to downplay th 
threat of the problem. Th 
group also coordinates educi 
tional tabling events, lettei 
writing drives, consumer bo 3 
cotts and direction action pr( 
tests. 

To further corroborate th 
NASA report, a United N< 
tions' panel has suggested thi 
the recent increase in th 
earth's temperature is "ur 
likely to be entirely natural i 
origin" and that evidence "su{ 
gests a discernible human ii 
fluence on the climate." 

"Science confirms that hi 
mans are the root of the prol 
lems, but we are also the hop 
for a solution," said Rand 
Hayes, executive director c 
RAN. "There is still time to r< 
verse the warming trend an 
avoid global environmenti 
and economic catastrophe - bi 
only if we immediately ava 
ourselves of renewable enere 
sources and demand alterm 

of wood fibt 
products right now."

Expert offers advice about computers

Recent advancements in the 
world of home computing have 
many college students scram- 
bling to keep up with the times. 
Multimedia applications, direct 
publishing, Internet explora- 
tion and more demanding op- 
erating systems like Windows 
'95 are forcing many people to 
upgrade or replace their old 
computers in favor of faster, 
more expandable machines. 

Unfortunately for students, 
new technology often comes 
with a prohibitively high 
pricetag, and experts warn that 
shoppers should take the time 
to learn about their options be- 
fore making such an invest- 


ment. 

"Students must understand 
what they need," advised Paul 
Rakov of Circuit City Stores, 
Inc. According to Rakov, the 
most important things to note 
when deciding on a computer 
system are format (Mac vs. PC), 
memory and processing speed. 
Although there are many other 
important features, Rakov 
pointed out that getting the first 
three right will increase your 
options for expandability in the 
future. 

"Find out what kind of com- 
puters are used in your school’s 
classrooms and labs," sug- 
gested Rakov, noting that com- 
patibility with school machines 
is very important for students 


who do computer work in 
classes. 

According to Rakov, per- 
sonal computers need to have 
at least 8 megabytes (MB) of 
Random Access Memory 
(RAM), which is the storage 
space that computers use to 
keep application programs and 
other information that the com- 
puter needs in order to func- 
tion. 

"Circuit City recommends 16 
MB, but 8 MB will run most of 
the programs on the market 
right now," said Rakov, cau- 
tioning that standards in 
memory capacity can change 
very rapidly.

Loan industry pays off 
student lobby group 


(NSNS) - Evidence recently 
disclosed by Sen. Paul Simon 
(D-Il) indicates that loan indus- 
try officials paid $3,000 to a 
graduate student lobbying 
group last year in exchange for 
the group's "neutrality" on the 
contentious direct student loan 
debate in Congress. 

Simon exposed documents of 
E-mail conversations between 
Mark Cannon, executive direc- 
tor of the Coalition for Student 
Loan Reform, and Kevin Boyer, 
executive director of Profes- 
sional Students (NAGPS) in 
December. 

Officials of the cash-strapped 
student lobby admitted that 
they accepted the money on 
July 31, 1995. E-mail transcripts 
indicate that the donation was 
made on the premise that 
NAGPS back off from lobbying 
for direct student loans. Direct 
student lending is made by the 
federal government to univer- 
sities without the intermediary 
of banks or guaranty agencies. 

"(Mark Cannon) said that if 


NAGPS would come out neu- 
tral on the subject (of direct 
lending), he thought that his 
members would feel 'philan- 
thropically-inclined' toward 
our organization," Boyer wrote 
to his Board of Directors on 
Feb. 20, 1995. "He basically 
said that some funding could 
be arranged for that but only if 
they were guaranteed that we 
wouldn't oppose them on di- 
rect lending... Tomorrow I'm 
going to call Mark Cannon at 
the Coalition... to ask his group 
to support NAGPS (and other 
students' efforts) on this issue 
with cash contributions." 

Numerous sources con- 
firmed that the E-mail quotes 
were taken out of context. 

"Whether or not the loan in- 
dustry was attempting to se- 
cure influence with us was not 
our concern," Boyer explained. 
"We were focused on $30 bil- 
lion in cuts to the in-school in- 
terest exemption, and the fact 
that students did not have ad-

Ava is a self as- 
sured, motivated prostitute 
who represents the world's 
need to let go of prejudices 
and preset class boundaries. 
She is humorous and frank, 
but is by no means a comic fig- 
ure. Her attitude is as such to 
lend humor to life's experi- 
ences to make them easier for 
us to swallow, and not to be- 
little them by making them 
funny. 

A Black Woman, so named 
to represent any ^ bUck 
woman (not every black 
woman or the black woman) 
is by far the most riveting 
character. Silent, she speaks 
eloquently to the audience of 
her pain and her hardships. 
She is the personification of a 
broken soul, of the resilience 


women, especially African 
American women, must have 
to survive the blows that life 
throws their way. 

The Beast , by Barbara 
LeBow, is a play of two home- 
less men; the older stuck in his 
ways and in his dreams, and 
the younger still able to dream 
of a way of getting out. Den- 
nis (senior Laura Meyer) is a 
crotchety, drunken old man 
who is surprisingly clear-spo- 
ken and intelligent.

Survey shows college 
enrollments on decline 


(NSNS) - College and univer- 
sity enrollments declined in 
many states last fall due to a 
strong economy and a smaller 
pool of traditional college-age 
students, according to a recent 
survey by the American 
Council on Education (ACE). 

The declines continued a 
trend of the past three years, 
but were more modest than in 
1993 and 1994, suggesting that 
college enrollments have be- 
gun to stabilize in the mid- 
•90s. 

The survey shows that half 
of the 20 states that submitted 
complete enrollment data ex- 
perienced declines this year. 
This portion is well below the 
65 percent (11 of 17 states) that 
reported reductions in their 
student populations last year 
and the 75 percent (12 of 16 
states) that did so in fall 1993. 

Fluctuations this year in 
overall enrollment in most 
states were modest, with de- 
clines ranging from 0.7 per- 
cent to 1.7 percent and in- 


creases from 0.8 percent to 1 .6 
percent. 

Higher education officials 
attribute the enrollment drop 
to the rebounding economy, 
and to changes in demo- 
graphic patterns. During an 
economic boom, many poten- 
tial students choose to work 
full-time rather than attend 
college, and many leave 
school because they are able to 
secure employment, accord- 
ing to the survey’s authors. 

"Our colleges have noted a 
correlation between enroll- 
ments and the health of the 
national economy,” said 
David R. Pierce, president of 
the National Association of 
Community Colleges. "Re- 
cent conversations with gov- 
erning boards and other re- 
gional contacts indicate that 
the continued improvement 
of the U.S. economy is the pri- 
mary reason behind slowed 
growth or slight declines in 
some community college en- 
rollments."

of women and [inspire] women

equate representation in Con- 
gress. That was our biggest 
problem." 

Boyer admitted that he was 
"too candid" in early E-mail 
messages to the association's 
board members, and attributed 
his mistake to being "very in- 
experienced" about political 
motives on Capitol Hill. 

Boyer said other student 
lobby groups criticized the 
NAGPS decision to accept the 
money. After being attacked 
by allies, NAGPS officials gave 
the money back to the Student 
Loan Funding Corporation in 
November. 

"We returned the donation to 
illustrate that we were serious 
about wanting to repair our re- 
lationship with (other student 
groups)," Boyer said. "At the 
time, we thought we were do- 
ing the best thing for our con- 
stituency. The interest exemp- 
tion battle was our focus." 

During the recent federal 
budget standoff. President 
Clinton has championed the 
direct lending process for in- 
creased flexibility, reduced bu- 
reaucracy, and diminished 
costs to students. House Re- 
publicans have backed the 
guaranteed loan industry, 
which stands to lose large prof- 
its from the gradual shift to di- 
rect loans. 

Cannon works for the Stu- 
dent Loan Funding Corpora- 
tion, a company that helped 
launch the Coalition for the 
Student Loan Reform in 1993. 
Since then, the Coalition has 
worked to oppose the 
Administration's efforts to in-

pensity to change, 
expandability is an important 
factor in the decision. World- 
wide Web (WWW), compact 
disc Read-Only Memory (CD 
ROM), digitized video and 
other multimedia applications 
use steadily more memory 
with each new advancement, 
and memory upgrades are go- 
ing to be a way of life in the 
future according to computer 
gurus everywhere. 

According to Rakov, most 
new machines have adequate 
space for memory expansion, 
but prospective buyers should 
always ask exactly how far a 
particular model can go. 

Another area to pay attention 
to when choosing a new ma- 
chine is processing speed. Pro- 
cessing speed is measured in 
megahertz (MHz), which 
serves as an indication of how 
fast a computer can "think." 
The faster the processing 
speed, the more efficiently pro- 
grams will run. Commands are 
carried out more quickly, and 
there is less time spent watch- 
ing an idle icon as the hard 
drive ticks in thought. 

Processing speed is not ex- 
pandable according to Rakov, 
who said, "You can’t just snap 
in a Pentium chip." For this rea- 
son, he suggested that students 
get the highest processing 
speed they can afford to avoid 
frustration with future applica- 
tions running too slow.

those earning the greatest 
amount of income will be 
significantly higher. In 
addition, a fixed tax rate 
which limits deductions, will 
limit the availability of places 
where the wealthy currently 
shelter their income in order 
protect it from taxation. 

Indeed, the flat rate tax 
seems to be a viable alterna- 
tive to the current tax system. 
However, the details of 
taxation plans are their most 
important elements. The 
plans should not be judged on 
theory alone. Instead, we 
should examine all possible 
taxation theories closely, 
carefully and with much 
prudence.

Ads show struggle in primaries

The last few weeks have seen 
a rise in the hubbub that sur- 
rounds election years as the top 
contenders for the Republican 
presidential nomination have 
traveled the country trying to 
raise support through political 
rallies. 

The recent state primaries 
have proven that the smear tac- 
tics popular in past campaigns 
are alive and well in the prima- 
ries. Republican candidates 
have been blanketing the states 
with ad coverage directly be- 
fore each state primary. At the 
core of all of the negative tele- 
vision ads are the Republican 
candidates' hopes of victories 
in the primaries. 

Watching the Republican 
candidates fight for the ticket 
nomination seems odd to many 


Americans. In the past few elec- 
tions it has been the Democrats 
scrambling for a place on the 
ticket. 

Some of the worst ads seen 
in the last couple of weeks have 
been aired by supporters of Pat 
Buchanan.

In comparison to Buchanan, 
the other candidates have had 
relatively few negative ads. 


Lamar Alexander, of the 
checked shirt fame, has not had 
the funds necessary for an ex- 
tensive ad campaign, so the ads 
that he has run are aimed at 
explaining his position. 

Forbes has had to use most 
of his ads to present himself as 
a viable presidential candidate 
with most focusing on his flat 
tax policy. 

The ads from Bob Dole's 
camp have been warm and 
fuzzy compared to the other 
candidates. Dole's ads have 
presented his continued inter- 
est in family values and offered 
very few extremely conserva- 
tive ideas. 

It will be interesting to watch 
the primaries and see what the 
impact of the ad blitzes will be 
across the country. Keep your 
televisions on to watch all of the 
candidates at their best.

Youth Vote 96 registers student voting bloc

This election year celebrates 
the 25lh anniversary of the 21 st 
Amendment which gives 18- 
year-olds the right to vote, yet 
in the 1994 midterm elections, 
a full 80 percent of young 
people did not exercise their 
legal right. 

Why the indifference? Ac- 
cording to Brant Wong, a 
sophomore at Harvard 
University's John F. Kennedy 
Institute of Politics, "apathy is 
a function of not connecting 
politics to the issues that effect 
us." 

Youth Vote '96 is dedicated 
to reversing this problem 
though the development of 
political awareness among 
young people. 

Youth Vote '96 is a coalition 
of active student groups in- 
cluding U.S. PIRG, Campus 
Green Vote, ACORN, Rock the 


Vote and other organizations 
that educate young people on 
pertinent issues, voter registra- 
tion, and the importance of 
their voices in the political pro- 
cess. 

Youth Vote '96 is one of the 
most diverse campus coali- 
tions, crossing race, gender and 
partisan lines to reach this 
year's goal of 50 percent of 
young people registered and 
voting on election day, up from 
the 42.8 percent of young 
people who turned out to vole 
in 1992. 

On Feb. 16-18, a 
groundbreaking conference 
was organized in Boston to 
bring young people and politi- 
cal figures together to promote 
dialogue, provide voter regis- 
tration materials and strategies, 
and train youth leaders whose 
skills will help reach the elec- 
tion day goal. 

The conference featured

well-known speakers includ- 
ing While House strategist 
George Stephanopoulos, Torie 
Clarke, former press secretary 
for President Bush, and Ross 
Clayton Molford of United We 
Stand America. 

The conference this year 
marks the first lime that all the 
youth groups have come to- 
gether so early in the election 
cycle. 

Following the weekend's 
events, a caravan of youth lead- 
ers led by MTV's Rock the Vote 
remote broadcasting bus made 
a mass exodus to New Hamp- 
shire for the Presidential pri- 
mary. The students registered 
voters there who pledged to 
"rock the vote" on election day. 

Although the statistics still 
show a lack of political involve- 
ment today among 18-24 year 
old constituents. President 
Clinton's election in 1992 dem- 
onstrated a huge surge in youth 


voting. Whether this turnout 
stemmed from frustration with 
the government of the prior 20 
years, or from the fact that 
Clinton's education play from 
directly addressed young 
people, the '92 elections 
marked a mandate fro change. 

The current Presidential can- 
didates are aware that in order 
to win the election this year, 
they must appeal to the pow- 
erful and growing generation 
of young voters. 

’’If we don't exercise our right 
to vote, we cheapen the work 
of the young people who 
fought for our rights in the 
1960s," said Dan Leisteiko, a 
student a Georgetown Univer- 
sity. 

According to Victor 
Mallison, another young activ- 
ist from the Student Associa- 
tion of the State University of 
New York (SASU), the Youth

STUNT celebrates 100th birthday

The setting is Porter Audito- 
rium. The scene is four classes, 
bonded by sisterhood, but com- 
peting for two cups that will 
make the last two weeks of 
non-stop work well worth it. 
The event is Wesleyan's annual 
STUNT night. But this year it 
was different, bigger, better. 
This year Wesleyan celebrated 
one hundred years of the joy, 
fun and laughter STUNT has 
brought to our school. 

The event began in 1897 and 
was first known as "Class 
Day" and "College Night" . 
Originally the performances 
were not annual, but in the 
1920's the students began a 
yearly tradition at Wesleyan 
which included six shows - one 
from each class, as well as the 
Conservatory Students and the 


Macon Girls' Association (the 
day students). It was in 1927 
that the event earned the name 
STUNT. 

The first STUNT trophy was 
given in 1922 to the freshman 
Purple Knights. The original 
cup was made and donated to 
the college by 'Flournoy- and 
Kernaghan,' a jewelry com- 
pany and was retired in 1963 
because it was too full to add 
any more names. Unfortu- 
nately it was lost sometime af- 
ter that. The Golden Heart 
class of 1971 retired the second 
cup, and the third cup will be 
used again on March 2, 1996. 

The STUNT Spirit Cup was 
added many years later in 
1960's. 

According [o Mrs. Tena Rob- 
erts, class of 1960, the STUNTs 
were practiced for 6 weeks, for 
two hours a night for five 
nights. She also remembers 


that the "lowering of the back- 
drop" didn't begin until some- 
time in the 1960's. 

And an event that is still fresh 
in many memories, on STUNT 
night 1993, the sister classes of 
the PK's of 1994 and the GK's 
of 1996 were the only two 
classes to ever tie for first place 
and share the valued STUNT 
cup. 

CRC kicked off the Centen- 
nial Celebration the week of 
Feb. 12-16 with daily e-mails 
about STUNT history and 
viewings of STUNT videos in 
the cafeteria. They concluded 
the week with a birthday cake 
on Friday for everyone to wish 
our favorite event many more 
years of enjoyment for all of our 
sisters of Wesleyan. Immedi- 
ately following the STUNTs on 
Mar. 1, there was a school wide 
pep rally that included alum- 
nae and students.

Movie Review: 


Mary Reilly

About a week ago, a friend 
coerced me into seeing the 
movie Mary Rci7/y. She of- 
fered to pay for half the ticket 
and who would pass up a deal 
like that? Not me, Tm cheap. 

After seeing the movie, 1 
wanted a refund for my three 
dollars.

Director Stephen Frears’ 
Mary Reilly is based on the 
best-selling novel by Valerie 
Martin adapted from the clas- 
sic story The Strange Case of Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde by Robert 
Louis Stevenson. 

The story twists the original 
plot by placing Mary Reilly 
(Julia Roberts), the innocent 
housemaid, as the central 
character. Roberts, who who 
attempts to play an Irish per- 
son of lower class, slips in and 


out of dialect and has the ap- 
pearance of a deer constantly 
caught in headlights. She be- 
comes strangely acquainted 
with her master, Dr. Jekyll 
(John Malkovich) and watches 
as his health deteriorates. She 
also w'atches as he slips into 
his laboratory at odd hours, 
apparently conducting re- 
search (w'hich we know is him 
turning into Mr. Hyde). We 
see his transformation 
through her eyes, and still it 
is hard to connect with her 
character. 

Malkovich, who is a great 
actor capable of many roles, 
makes no attempt at a British 
accent, which is severely dis- 
appointing considering his 
scope of talent. This lack of 
culture is highly unusual, con- 
sidering the setting. 

The film also stars Glenn 
Close as Mrs. Farraday, the 
head of a local brothel who 
has a mysterious connection 
to Dr. Jekyll. 

The movie takes place in 
19th century England and is 
constantly dark and shadowy.

is just not 
true to life. According to Dr. 
Regina Oost, British culture 
aficionado, the scene in w'hich 
Mary has to claim her dead 
mother s body is simply unbe- 
lievable. Mary goes to a flat 
and the landlord takes her to 
a basement in which her 
mother's body is housed in a 
closet. This would not have 
happened in this era. The Brit- 
ish were too worried about 
disease to not properly dis- 
pose of potentially contami- 


nated bodies. 

The action in this movie is 
almost nil and the climactic 
scene is ridiculous — some- 
thing right out of Alien. 
Malkovich's competent at- 
tempt at playing both Jekyll 
and Hyde is forgotten while 
watching the scene where 
Hyde tries to emerge from 
Jekyll's stomach (notice the 
Alien likeness).

Softball-playing twins win lawsuit 
against Louisiana State University

All Cindy and Karla Pineda 
wanted to do was play soft- 
ball. 

The amiable twins have rea- 
son to celebrate — they've just 
won a battle with Louisiana 
State University to start a fe- 
male softball team at their 
school, but the dream to play 
ball in college has been cut 
short for both women. Cindy 
and Karla will graduate before 
the season even starts. 

"I'm very disapppointed 
that I won't be able to play," 
Cindy said. "But at least we've 
helped out the softball teams 
in the future." 

The lawsuit brought against 
LSU concerned Title IX of the 


Education Amendments of 
1972, a law that prohibits sex 
discrimination at institutions 
which receive federal financial 
aid. 

LSU's faillure to provide 
adequate athletic 

opportunites for females led 
to the Pineda struggle and 
many others. Last year, a fed- 
eral court ruled that Brown 
University discriminates 
against female athletes. 
Similarily, in Alabama, female 
students sued Auburn Uni- 
versity and won, setting a pre- 
cedent for students like 
Pinedas to take action. 

At schools where football 
and basketball recieve the 
most funding, female athletics 
are often deprioritized. Cindy

Pineda said she hopes that the 
negavie publicity her school 
received fromthe lawsuit will 
cause other schools to restruc- 
ture their athletic programs. 

"(LSU) gives so much 
moeny to male sports," Cindy 
said. "The figures I've seen 
are above outrageous . . . 
That's not fair for those really 
talented fmeale athletes." 

According to the ruling that 
found LSUin violation of Title 
IX, women made up 49 per- 
cent of the university's stu- 
dent body but only 29 percent 
of its varsity athletes. 

LSU officials are appealing 
the federal court order to com- 
ply with Title IX immediately 
or else submit a play to do so 
within 20 days.

(NSNS) - While students 
scrape for every education dollar, 
a recent survey shows that chief 
executives of the nation’s colleges 
and universities are pulling in 
larger compensation packages 
than ever before. 

Top executives at private non- 
religious institutions earn 
$131,000 to $265,000 in annual 
salaries, according to the report by 
American Council an Education, 
the Association of Governing 
Boards of Universities and Col- 
leges and the College and univer- 
sity Personnel Association. 

In addition to annual salaries, 
many chief executives receive in- 
come from a variety of others 
sources. In 1995, 24 percent of the 
executives reported additional bo- 
nuses and salary supplements av- 
eraging $12,627, and income 
from outside sources such as cor- 
porate directorships, honoraria / 
lecture fees, and consulting fees 
averaged an additional $13,747. 

Most chief executives also re- 
ceive perquisites, most commonly 
automobiles, housing expenses 
and tuition reimbursements. Of 
the institutions surveyed, 89 per- 
cent provide their chief executives 
with an automobile or auto allow- 
ance, and 444 schools offer an 
institution owned residence. 

In general, private nonreli- 
gious colleges and universities 
pay higher salaries than public or 
private religious institutions. 

According to the study to the 
“typical chief executive is 55 
years old and has held this posi- 
tion for an average of seven 
years.” 

Eight percent of the chief ex- 
ecutives are members of a minor- 
ity group and only 1 8 percent are 
women.

I am sure you have heard 
about California’s new proposal 
to recognize ebonies, or slang 
language as the language of Af- 
rican American teenagers. The 
idea for the language has been 
derived from the general consen- 
sus within the legislature that 
African-Americans are physi- 
cally incapable of making the 
sounds required for standard 
American English. I feel the leg- 
islature needs to pull their heads 
out of their butts and wake up to 
reality. 

First of all, this legislation is 
extremely prejudice. It singles 
out African American teenagers 
and says that they are “physically 
incapable” of speaking Ameri- 
can English. It is hard to imag- 
ine the thought process of these 
old men. How did they decide it 
was impossible to talk a certain 
way? The legislature didn’t pay 
any attention to the African- 
Americans in the media: Denzel 
Washington, Oprah Winfrey, 
Samuel Jackson, Wesley Snipes. 
These people, while they can 
vary their accents if required for 
a role in a movie, also speak very 
eloquently. The legislature in 


California needs to rethink this 
reasoning. 

A further reason why 
Ebonics could be detrimental is 
ESL or English as a Second 
Language. Schools could now 
be required to provide easier to 
understand ESL classes for stu- 
dents who speak the new offi- 
cial language. Why can’t the 
public see what going on here? 
There is currently a rather racial 
view against African Americans 
(especially teenage boys.) To 
top this off, because these ESL 
classes will not require as much 
effort, SAT and ACT scores for 
Ebonic speaking people will go 
down drastically. This drop in 
scores will give the people of 
California (and any other state 
that might enact this legislation) 
the chance to say these teens are 
counter-productive to society. 
Ebonics isn’t a language, it’s a 
way of enslaving minds. 

My family, and many of 
yours, have been here for gen- 
erations. There is no such thing 
as a hyphenated American; we 
are all Americans and American 
is our “Official language.”

The uproar about Ebonics has 
reached a ridiculous level. While I 
do not totally agree that Ebonics will 
be a perfect solution for the educa- 
tional problems of our society, I do 
understand the reasoning behind the 
move toward Ebonics. 

Ebonics was never meant to im- 
ply that African - Americans cannot 
speak the way that “white” Ameri- 
cans speak, anymore than immi- 
grants cannot speak “white” En- 
glish. It simply means that one 
should be allowed to speak in the 
language that he or she has been 
raised with.

When the team goes to 
intercolleigate horse shows we ride 
the horses belonging to the host 
college. The show consists of six 
different levels of ability. The first 
is begginer walk-trot. Begginer 
walk-trot is for riders who have just 
started riding in the last year. The 
second and third level is begginer 
and advanced walk-trot-canter. 
This level is for riders who are still 
learning but are advanced enough 


to canter. The last three are Nov- 
ice, Intermediate, and Open. These 
three levels each have a flat class 
(no jumps) and an over fences 
class. These classes are for the 
more advanced riders with Open 
being the most difficult. Each rider 
must get 35 points in their division 
to point out into a higher level. 
First place is 7 points, second is 5, 
third is 4, fourth is 3, fifth is 2, and 
sixth is 1 . The rider at each show 
that gets the most points for the day 
is the high-point rider. Last .semes- 
ter Jenna Donahue was the high- 
point rider at the Wesleyan show, 
and Lindsay Abemethy was the 
re.serve high-point rider at the Col- 
lege of Charleston.

Let’s 
look at a few. 

First: Legalizing gay 
marriage would destroy the fam- 
ily by cheapening the sacredness 
of holy matrimony. Did the de- 
segregation of schools destroy 
education? Did discriminating 
against interracial marriages 
destroy families? Of course not! 
So don’t try to tell me that, by 
agreeing that I have made a life 
long commitment to the person 
I love will cheapen the very idea 
of family. Family is based on 
the concept of love and our so-

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cietal ideal of this love is that 
“LOVE KNOWS NO BOUNDS.”

Benefit Ball 
Holds Extreme 
Historical 
Value

The clear weather on the night 
of February seventh provided a perfect 
atmosphere for Wesleyan’s Benefit 
Ball. As a slight wind blew from the 
west, Wesley anne’s made their way up 
one of the most historical steps in Ma- 
con. Tucked away from Georgia av- 
enue, and beneath the ginkgo, magno- 
lia, and cedar trees, lay one of the most 
magnificent houses in our city. If you 
follow the brick path, it will lead you 
to Macon’s famous Hay House. The 
Hay House was built between 1855- 
1859 by William Butler Johnston, and 
his wife, Anne Johnston. The house was 
opened in 1 964 as a museum by Mr. and 
Mrs. Parks Lee Hay who bought the 
home in 1926 from the Johnston's 
daughter, Mary Ellen Felton. Its Ital- 
ian Renaissance style encompasses ap- 
proximately 3.8 acres, remaining one of 
the last great houses to be built in ante- 
bellum Georgia. The House runs 
16,000 square feet, and contains 24 
rooms. Plans for a mansion were de- 
veloped by a New York architectural 
and Sons. The Hay House contained 
many arches and curves as opposed to 
Macon’s other historical houses, which 
were built mainly with straight lined 
framework. The exterior portion of the 
house is no match for the interior which 
contains not only beautiful tapestry but 
wonderful worldly artwork as well. 

Upon entering the house, 
Wesleyanne's had to pass through the 
12 foot high doorways, which led to the 
marbleized entrance hall. From the en- 
trance hall, one could get a glimpse of 
the living room, the library, and the 
walnut hall. The ceiling is adorned with 
23 carat gold leafing, and the wooden

firm known as T. Thomas styled walls 
are hand plastered. While the banaster 
and staircase are made of solid walnut. 

On the night of Benefit Ball, 
the reception room was closed off to the 
Wesleyanne’s due to restorations. How- 
ever, Aubrey Newby, one of the docents, 
invited the Pioneer reporters to explore 
the reception parlor which is currently 
under construction. By lamp light, the 
original painted roses on the right side 
of the room could vaguely be seen. 
Plans for the room include an exact rep- 
lica of the wall paper that was once used 
to cover the walls of the reception room. 
Completing the look will be the origi- 
nal furniture, which is to be brought 
down from the attic, to restore the room 
to its most original form. “The current 
restorers of the house want to give the 
visitors an experience from the 
Johnston, Felton, and Hay eras,” claims 
Aubrey Newby. “In other words, when 
you stand in this room, you are in the 
house of the Johnston’s during 1859. 
Where as when you stand in the library, 
and look back into the reception room 
you are in the Hay era of the late 
1920’s.” 

Along with this detailed view 
of portions of the house, Wesleyanne’s 
were able to admire the wonderful art- 
work from all over Europe. Among the 
Johnston’s acquisitions for the house 
were two 
porcelain urns 
obtained in 
Rome, Italy, dur- 
ing 

the Johnston’s 
honeymoon. 

The marble statue 
of Ruth Gleaning 
commissioned 
by Randolph 
Rogers now sits 
in the Hay 
House’s Music 
Room. Placed 
on five ball 
bearings, Ruth was 
made so that 
guests 

could rotate her 
and have a round 
perspective of her 
spectacular beauty 
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Along with “Ruth Gleaning” 
are two imported crystal chandeliers 
from France.The dining room contains 
twenty separate panels of stained glass. 
The theme of the window panes is “The 
Four Seasons of the Vineyard.” So rich 
in detail is this room that when one 
walks towards the end of the room, a 
special surprise awaits them. If one 
heads straight for the window and then 
turns to look up, he or she will see ex- 
quisite artwork framing the window 
ceiling. Only for the more observant 
visitors will hidden details such as these 
be brought to their attention. 

The Georgia Trust for Hi.storic 
Preservation, and the Hay House staff 
invite every one to explore this detailed 
house for his or herself. Tours are Mon- 
day through Saturday from 10 a.m. un- 
til 4:30 p.m. and Sunday from 1 p.m. to 
4:30 p.m. Guided tours are given each 
half hour with the last tour beginning at 
4:30 p.m. Private tours and group dis- 
counts are available by reservation.

Affirmative Action: 
Does it Help or 
Hurt?

The questions of the day seem to be “Does 
legislation simply substitute ‘subtle’ racism with ‘overt’ 
racism?” and “Does affirmative action help or hurt?” 
When speaking of race matters in the United States, the 
subject can’t be described as being black and white. The 
issues at hand transcend the simplicity of skin color. 
Legislation like affirmative action and other government 
implemented programs was designed to correct the 
residual effects of past forced inequalities. Some argue 
that race does not play a role in society any longer and are 
against such legalities. Others see racism as an integral 
part of today’s society and support legislation designed to 
improve the circumstances. Still others believe that racism 
is an obstacle but are not in favor of programs that in their 
opinion, intentionally mar one group in order to correct 
what has transpired in the lives of another. The themes 
that embody the movie “Once Upon A Time. ..When We 
Were Colored,” are in my opinion the same that make up 
the crux of the controversy that surrounds racism and its 
effects. My question is in which world would you decide 
to live in: one where racism is so prevalent it is almost 
palpable or one where racism is not so easily determined 
and everyone “gets along.” This is a choice we all must 
make. 

Themes of the movie include “The difference between the 
roles of blacks and whites in the rural South,”“Family 
Structure,” “Gender/Class/Race biases.” “Oppression.” 
“Education,” and “Unity.” These issues combined provide 
a cast of society in the past, present, and future. How 
these factors play a role during the setting of the movie 
could be used in determining why our society is the way it 
is now. “Once Upon A Time. ..When We Were Colored” 
represents a modicum of American culture. If the cultural 
practices of the past have a bearing on what occurs in the 
future, they must be examined. What sort of legislation 
took place during that time and what is being done now? 
Does legislation change things for the better, worse, or at 
all? 

The legislation that enforces affirmative action is 
the most pertinent of the day. To get a clear understanding 
of the dispute behind the issue, one must have a clear 
understanding of the original purpose of affirmative action. 


The quintessence of the affirmative action debate is 
emb^ied in the answers to four questions: What is 
affirmative actiofi?” “Does it work?” “Is it fair?” and “,s n 

the right or wrong way to correct discrimination?” 

What is affirmative action? The purpose of any 
affirmative action program is to promote equal opportunity 
for the entire population. This translates into offering 

every person an unbiased opportunity to achieve success. 
This idea is also the crux of our national, constitutional, 
and political systems and the cardinal goal of the civil 
rights movement. Although it has received the most focus, 
affirmative action is not the only tool used in society to 
move away from the “lingering biases and the poisons of 
prejudice” we see to a more equitable “playing field” for 
everyone. Affirmative action, though, cannot neglect the 
importance of skill. This would cause an unqualified 
person to receive preference over someone who is justly 
qualified. When enforced properly, affirmative action 
works hand-in-hand with merit. 

Does it work? When faced with the monstrosity 
of the “affirmative action issue,”“...the President’s first 
charge was to determine whether the federal governments 
affirmative action programs work.” Race and gender 
consciousness is a method used to attack discrimination at 
the core. Affirmative action is designed to correct the 
problem of exclusion with inclusion. The constantly 
changing variety and subtlety of bias and prejudice were 
thought to be too wide spread to use an out right attack on 
discrimination. To decide whether affirmative action has 
worked, one must consider whether the goals of the 
program have been achieved. Affirmative action increases 
the number of employees and broadens the spectrum of 
diversity in the work force and provides an opportunity for 
historically under represented groups to come closer to 
having equal opportunity for representation in .schools, 
employment, and other categories. For example in 1994, 
18% of first-year law school in the nation was black, 
Hispanic, or Asian. At the same time, the division of 
socioeconomic features continued to grow and inequality 
was still evident in many aspects of .society. Today, 
women are still paid considerably less in may occupations. 
Does this mean affirmative action has been a fia.sco? 1 
e leve that it is only ONE tool that requires the working 
of many others to truly be effective.

The answers to these questions have become quite vague and possibly provide the 
reasoning behind the gist of the "against” affirmative action debate. 

Whether affirmative action is the fight or wrong way to solve bias and 
prejudice problems is hard to answer. The laws could work effectively in fighting 
discrimination and encouraging inclusion. They must also be fair for everyone. 

Is that possible? 

In a poll taken by the American Psychological Association, more often than not, women who’s jobs were 
affected by affirmative action believed that they were hired because they were female. In another field study, employers 
and employees were found to possess a stigma about those who benefited from affirmative action. They felt that those 
who benefited from the program were more thaN likely not given the opportunity at hand based on merit but that race and 
gender played an integral role in their selection. 

In conclusion, I feel that the idea of affirmative action is a healthy one for the nation. I also realize that it has 
not always been carried out the way it was intended, causing reverse discrimination in many cases. Although there is no 
quick fix for this very complicated problem, if used in combination with other programs that stress equal opportunity for 
all, affirmative action could become the medicine needed to cure the cancerous sore of racism that plagues our nation.

Every lime you walked into ihe dining hall, you paid for your meal. Most of us never 
really questioned how ihai worked. A few siudneis brought the idea of a meal plan to their class 
representatives. After a few weeks of crazy planning, a meeting was scheduled with the Dean and 
steps were made to move to a meal plan that allowed students to pay for meals they eat.. 

The system that Wesleyan currently has is very simple. The students pay one figure for 
both room and board.

Boys Killing Girls?

Whenever you hear gender neutral language from non-feminist sources, you should be suspi- 
cious. And when this gender neutral language occurs in discussing something which clearly and 
disproportionately aflccts women, you can bet that either * those controlling the debate are trying to 
obscure the damage the issue docs to women and girls (for instance, “spousal consent” for abortion), 
or * the speakers can t (or won t) admit that the problem is one that is overwhelmingly caused by 
males (for instance, “deadbeat parents”). 

The coverage of the Jonesboro, Arkansas murders seems to meet both tests. Once again just 
as in the December school massacre in Paducah. KY and the attacks two months earlier in Pearl. MS 
all the dead are female, killed by boys. But instead of talking about these as gender-based hate 
crimes, all of the discussion is about “children killing children.” The result of this gender neutral 
discussion is that girls arc being put at greater risk, and the problem patriarchal attitudes and behavior 
ha.sn’t been revealed. 

There has been plenty of opportunity, yet little inclination, to identify and eradicate this 
deadly misogynism. The media have talked about the murders nearly non-stop, from nearly every 
angle: the impact of TV, “the breakdown of family values.” gun control, pervasive violence, school 
pre.ssure. giving the shooters the death penalty to “teach them a lesson.” the shooters’ bonding as 
infants, their relationships with pets, etc... But the glaring unreported fact that these girls were killed 
by boys simply BECAUSE THEY ARE GIRLS.

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And there is little doubt despite the denials by the Arkansas police that these boys were targeting girls. The boys knew the school schedule and 
that it would be classes of girls not girls and boys exiting the door they staked out. After the ma.ssacre. many students recounted the repeated threats 
made by one of the boys to kill his“formcr girlfriend” for breaking up with him. and to kill other girls as well. And the young girl herself, injured in the 
shooting, said she had broken up with him alter only 3 days because she lound out he was trouble. 


This pattern isn't surprising for feminists, and it shouldn't be a surprise to the authorities and the media. Batterers, young and old, say the same 
thing when they kill and maim women and girls “if I can't have her. no one can.” Workers in shelters and the police know that the most dangerous time 
for a woman is when she is leaving a battering rclation.ship. And it is no diflcrcnt for young girls. 


While hindsight is always perfect, it is pretty clear that these murders might have been prevented, if Title IX the federal law forbidding discrimi- 
nation on the basis of sex in any school, program, or college that receives federal funds had been enforced. The rampant rumors of the boy's threats 
against the girls should have been investigated and acted upon. 1 f the school wasn't aware of the threats, we have further evidence of non-enforcement 
of Title IX. as the school looked the other way while a hostile atmosphere was created for the girls. 

But the school can't carry the blame on its own. Indeed, when schools around the country have tried to enforce Title IX, their actions have often 

been met with derision and talk show-led community outrage. Think of the many cases we have heard where a boy was suspended for .sexual harassment 
en met w ith derisio accused of “over-reacting.” After all. said Rush and his wannabees. “Boys will be boys.” And 

unwanted touching, issi g. ■ ^ • I ^^en left with no protection.

Holly Chandler as the intelligent daugh i • / n 1 

the lovely magistrate’s wife, Kellyann Brandt as a foolish ghost, Maria Retounotes as the Bandit, and the two precise onstage musicians, Leslie W g ' 0 one 

who saw the show will forget Sarah Mannle as the funny little monkey who danced by the light of the moon (and went on to perform with total 

her knee). All the hard work paid off when audiences couldn’t stop laughing at the antics in the play. One spectator said that she had never seen so much e e gy ge n Porter 
Auditorium. 

The second show of the year. The Supporting Cast, was another comedy. The play deals with the misunderstandings that arise after Ellen (Cairina King) writes a novel 
using her best friends as subject matter. When she invites them to lunch to explain things, chaos breaks out. All of her friends are New Yorkers who are miserable in Ellen s 
California beach house. Florrie (Robyn Harris) is convinced that Ellen’s book makes her look stupid. Mae (Julissa Noyola) tries to support Ellen. Sally (Lareine Danforth), upset 


about her husband’s infidelities, gets drunk and stoned, falls into the ocean, and is ready to accept the book until she realizes that the ditziesi character in it is based upon her. 
Lareine ’s crazed attack on Catrina was one of the funniest moments of a play that had most of the audience howling with laughter most of the lime. Shawn Kittrell, as the tense 
Arnold, was hilarious in his distaste for conflict, and Cairina King managed to make Ellen’s plea for understanding believable without being sentimental. The set, co-designed by 
the talented Marge Guiberteau. not only looked like a fancy Malibu deck, but also shook when the inevitable earthquake struck. Backstage techies did wonderful work on pulling 
together realistic-looking food, running sound, creating the earthquake, and building the set. They included Dottie Whittington, Julie Singletary, Jessica Moore, Tiffany Noell, and 
Jenny Bailey. 

For the spring semester. Dr. Lively teamed up with three other theatres to produce the first Midstate Contemporary American Playwrights’ Festival. Wesleyan s 
playwright, Rita Nachimann, taught an intensive writing workshop on creating solo performance material, and she inspired the cast of Mama Drama in rehearsal. An ensemble 
play that deals with birth, motherhood, being a parent and, however long we have our own parents, being a daughter, the script grew out ol a series of monologue sketches the five 
playwrights wrote for each other when they were all either pregnant or trying to be. Five varied characters weave through one another’s lives. Liz (Holly Chandler) is a wise- 
cracking photographer who chooses her art over literal motherhood, but must care for her own aging mother. Danny (Jasmyn Jones) can’t gel pregnant, while her friend Megan 
(Tiffany Noell) gets pregnant all too easily. Leah (Ashley Kemp) has a canoonish birth scene on stage. Anna (Kima Whipple) gave up her first child for adoption and has agonized 
over the loss ever since. Each of the five actresses also played the many supporting roles. By turns comedic and painful. Mama Drama left spectators laughing and crying. 

Jasmyn ’s portrayal of a bout with cancer, and her bitter siandup comedy routine about childlessness, were two of the highlights of the show. Another was Kima’s nightmare scene. 
The group scenes were often very funny. One spectator said that the play helped him see things from a woman’s point of view and understand what his ex-wife had been trying to 
explain. Many people in the audience wept, but on the whole the play was more funny than sad. Some mothers laughed out in recognition, finding the humor in discoml'ori. Maige 
Guiberteau co-designed the set, which looked like an art gallery (decorated with photographs by Geoige McKinney). Jaime Rutledge stage managed. Kellyann Brandt and Leslie 
Wright worked on props, and Lareine Danfonh ran lights. 

The Playwrights Festival was a joint project with Mercer University, Theatre Macon, Macon Slate College, and Wesleyan. Rita Nachimann gave a public talk, and two 
other West Coast playwrights, Allison Gregory and Steven Deiiz, talked about their work in class sessions that were open to the public. An additional guest artist this spring was 
Linda Reid, who taught a workshop in acting for the camera and who also directed the final play of the season, Arthur Kopii’s Chamber Music.. This absurdist, bizarre farce, set in 
a mental asylum, is a marvelous vehicle for performers to pull out all the slops. Eight women repre.senting the women’s section of the asylum decide, during their weekly meeting, 
that there is the threat of an attack from the men’s ward. The women are, or represent, or believe they are Amelia Earhardl (Kima Whipple), Mozart’s wife (Julie Singletary), 
Susan B. Anthony (Karenne Fru), Gertrude Stein (Jessica Moore), Pearl While (Tiffany Noell), Osa Johnson (Robyn Harris), Queen Isabella of Spain (Serena Walts), and Joan of 
Arc (Sarah Mannle). A zany spectrum of verbal and physical interactions ends in murder— but the women “forget” what has happened. John Vingelli was the threatening warden, 
and Shawn Kittrell played his crazy assistant.

A TASTE OF EXCELLENCE

Lively. McKinney, and company succeeded yet 
again with the first Wesleyan theatre production of the 
1998-99 season. John MurrelPsWaiting for the Parade . 
The play received a standing ovation on the final 
evening. A bittersweet comedy drama about women in 
Canada during World War II, the production could have 
been grim, but instead it was full of laughter and great 
music as well as tears. Credit goes to the director, Frazer 
Lively, the designer. Michael McKinney, the talented 
five-woman cast, and the many crew members who 
helped make the play come alive. 

Spectators were drawn into the ambience of the 
play when they encountered ushers wearing 1940s 
dresses. Swing music from the era made everyone want 
to move. Even the veteran stage manager, Jaime 
Rutledge, gave her announcements wearing a tasteful 
vintage frock and heels instead of her usual you’re-not- 
supposed-io-notice-me black outfit. This may have been 
Jaime’s final stage management position (out of seven) at 
Wesleyan, since she will graduate in May. She is 
reportedly composing a stage management manual so 
that future generations can live up to her high standards. 

Music, live and recorded, is a key ingredient in 
the production, which begins as the women dance to a 
Glenn Miller tune. Janet (Amber Peavey). a ditzy society 
lady, tries to lake charge of everyone. Catherine (Natalie 
Puckett), a sensual working class woman, gets a factory 


job after her husband enlists. Marta (Chrissy Miner) faces 
anti-Gertnan discrimination without losing her own zest 
for life. Eve (Jennifer Gammage), a schoolteacher, has 
emotional outbursts against the war and her hawkish 
husband. Margaret (Sarah Mannle), a sour older woman, 
expects the worst, but keeps the audience laughing. 

The women are thrown together through their 
work on the war effort. They practice songs for the 
departing troops, roll gauze for bandages, and either 
squabble or support each other. Particularly strong 
moments: Marta sings the German words to “Lily 
Marlene” while the others pound out the English version. 
Janet offers a ridiculous patriotic recipe for vegetable 
sandwiches. When Catherine’s husband is reported 
missing, she gets drunk and throws a party which is both 
hilarious and sad; she can’t remember how he looks. On 
D-day, the characters are silhouetted by an .eerie red glow, 
then a gray light, as they await word of Allied victory or 
defeat. Margaret tries to ignore the ache in her side. Eve 
reacts in fury when Canada begins to draft young men. 
Marta talks to her father at his grave. The women hear a 
military parade and Catherine steps out to wave. 

It would be difficult to pick a “best performer “ 
from this fine ensemble cast. They worked together to 
create a seamless piece. The period costumes, the lighting 
design, the interesting stage .set, and the music helped the 
play. Bravo to all!

The Manget room was packed last Tuesday as students piled in to take part in one of four 
roundtable discussions offered through Wesleyan’s convocation programs. Professors Joe Roidt, Barbara 
Donovan, and Alfred Mueller were on hand to lead the discussion. The issue at hand last week concerned 
student opinions on the recent scandal in the White House. WMAZ-TV was on hand to tape a wide variety 
of reactions to the scandal, as the professors acted as mediators for much of the conversation. Comments 
on public versus private, considering the moral fiber of our natipn, and ejetreme disappointment for 
President Clinton flew across the table. 

Some students appeared very offended by the conversation while most assumed the current stance 
of the nation. This American view has equated into the statement, “Enough is enough.” More then five 
people raised there hands to say that they had simply had enough of the presses crazy antics, and even 
more than enough of Ken Starr’s four hour video tapes.

Jennifer Dunson, Diversity Chair of the Council on 
Religious Concerns, Jywanya Smith, Treasurer of 
Campus Activities Board, and Erika Streeter, Cultural 
Diversity Chair in the Student Government Association, 
were chosen to attend the National Association for 
Campus Activities Diversity Workshop in Atlanta 
Georgia, July 21-26, 1998. 

The purpose of the workshop was to develop and 
enhance a student's knowledge and understanding of 
other cultures and the term “diversity” so that they could 
help their campuses produce innovative and effective 
multicultural programs. This is exactly what we did. 
From speakers and discussions, to community service 
projects in the hot sun, to exercises and icebreakers, we 
not only learned more than we ever thought we would, 
but we also experienced much personal growth and 
development. 

The whole trip, however, was not strictly planned out 
and scheduled. The delegates were given the chance to 


get to know the city of Atlanta. A tour was given, and the 
students were allowed to experience the city for them- 
selves, such as learning the Marta system and visiting 
such places as Underground Atlanta and Centennial 
Olympic Park. 

Already we have been given the opportunity to bring 
what we learned back to Wesleyan’s campus. At the 1998 
Student Leadership Retreat, the three of us gave a 
presentation pin-pointing some of the most important 
parts of multiculturalism. 

Responding to the remarks, Nila Mohanty com- 
mented, ‘Their presentation was very thought provok- 
ing.” Nita Mohanty who was at the retreat representing 
Tri-Beta Biological Honor Society and President of the 
International Club. 

The stay at Georgia State University was also a treat. 
The GSU village, where we stayed, was recently built to 
house over 2,000 Olympic competitors at the 1996 
Olympic games. Our linens, most of our meals, and 
access passes were provided. It was interesting to see 
part of Georgia’s rich history and one its largest universi- 
ties.
